With the state completing the pre- 
sentation of its evidence in the prose- 
cution of Mrs. Laura F. 
Schenk, 


charged with poisoning her husband, 
the defense, began to call Its witness- 
es, but not before Mrs. Schenk's at- 
torney had moved to strike out all of 
the state's evidence and dismiss the 
case. 
It is practically 
sure Mrs. 


Hellenic will take the stand in her own 
behalf. 


Judge Jordan promptly 
overruled 


the motion, declaring that had 
the 


vtale called Schenk to testify against 
his wife he would have allowed the 
testimony. 


A state law specifically forbids the 


inlreduction of a husband's 
testimony 


against a wife's, or vice versa, except 
by the other's consent.

Sehenk's evidence Irrespective of the 
statute," Jordan said. "If a man as- 
n»sanlted his wife and there were no 
wiinesses it would be monstrous if 
she could nqt testify against him.
